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A contract be performed in the forum state is a basis for jurisdiction in that state. 


Generally, if the contract is to be performed in the forum state, there is a basis for the forum state's 
exercise of personal jurisdiction with respect to the contract! whether in whole or in part in the 


forum state.” 


A contract calling for performance outside the forum state does not subject a party to jurisdiction 


in the forum state.? A forum state has no substantial connection with a contract for purposes of 
personal jurisdiction over a nonresident party when all elements of the contract occur in another 


state, including the solicitation, acceptance, and performance of the contract.“ 
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A contract to be performed in the forum state need not specifically require performance in the 
forum, and jurisdiction is not limited to the performing party, but if jurisdiction is based solely 
on performance in the forum, it should appear that the parties expressly contemplated or required 
such performance or that performance was actually in the forum and was the most substantial part 


of the obligations of the contract.” 


A promise to pay for services to be performed in the forum state may provide a sufficient 


connection to support personal jurisdiction over a nonresident defendant? but that a contract is 


payable in the forum may be alone insufficient.’ 
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
